He at the fame time in{tructed him to form a column of 
two or three thoufand men, with a train of light artil- 
lery, to be ready to aét as occafion may require—to 
keep that body of men in continual adtivity; and to di- 
rect it againit every point where the brigands may attempt 
to aflemble, in order to crufh it effectually.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM SUCHET, GENERAL OF 
DIVISION, AND CHIEF OF THE STAFF, TO.THE MiI- 
NISTER AT WAR. © 

August 27: 

The lofs of the enemy in men very much exceeds 
ours, and amounts, from his own confeflion, to upwards 
of 8u00, 1500 of whom have been left upon the field 
of battle, 1250 taken prifoners, with General Lufignan 
and 28 officers, and the remainder wounded, and unable 
to fight. _ 

Thas, after t4 hours of obftinate fighting, the French 
army would have remained in poffeffion of the field of 
battle, had not the minds of the foldiers and the Gene- 
ral Officers been affe&ted by the lofs of their brave com- 
mander. 

The .fuccefles obtained by General Klenau, have rai- 
fed the courage of our troops ; and the greatelt part’ of 
them now defire to engage the Ruffians, whom they 
have had aa opportunity of knowing and conquering du- 
ring the whole’of-the battle of Novi.

Since the unfortunate day of the 15th Auguft the e- 
nemy, to our great aftonifhment, has made no preparation | 
to follow us ; and we have refumed our pofitions in the 
mountains of Liguria. The citadel of Tortona, having 
loft’ all hopes of fuccour, ‘capitulated yelterday.— 
‘The enemy left but a very few troops between Aleffan- 
They marched with the main body 
towards Aifti, which fhewed their defign to befiege Co- 
ni, the only ftrong place of which we are in poffefiion in 
Piedmont. They have alfo detached a corps of 20,000 
men again{t General Grenier, who has come down with: 
part of the army of the Alps into the invirons of Suza. 

We cannot long maintain ourfelves in the {pofition 
which we now occupy. In the firft place, our army is 
not fufficiently numerous, and ran the rifk of being en- 
tirely deftroyed ; on the other hand, the mountains of 
Liguria are very barren, and the cavalry and the artil- 
lery horfes perith daily owing to bad food. ‘The hay is 
very bad, and for three months pa(t oats have altogether 
failed us. Genoa can no longer afford us any afli{tance. 
The Government of that place is alarmed at the ap- 
proach of the Auftrians. One of the DireGiory has 
attempted to take flight ; another has given in his refig- 
nation. The workmen and failors are patriots, and 
will fee our departure with grief; but the merchants, 
whofe commerce has been on the decline for thefe four 
years paft, are anxioufly defirous of the arrival of the 
Englith, from whom they hope to obtain a free trade. 
Thefe confiderations are not thofe which are moft power- 
ful. Our army is in want of every thing, and the 
Treafury is empty. A fam of 300,000 livres, which 
was on its way from France, and which was expected 
with the preateft impatience, was ftopped at Savona by 
Gen. St Cyr, in order to difcharge the pay of his army, 
which was four months in arrears. This General was 
compelled to this meafure by the difcontent which the 
two divifions which he cammanded have loudly telti- 
fied. The Contractors, who are not paid, and who 
are daily cheated by the bills which are given them on 
the Treafury of Paris,.will no longer do their duty. 
Drafts have lately been given them which have not been 
paid ; and feveral foldiers have been obliged alfo to re- 
ceive them. It appedts as if every thing confpired a- 
gainft this army.

CONSTANTINOPLE —JULY 28. 


We learn that Buonaparte has actually attempted his 
retreat to Suez by Egypt. “He found means to hire a 
few Arabs, and to collet fome thoufand difcontented 
perfons, whom he promifed to free from the yoke of 
the Ottoman Porte, and put in poffeflion of the fertile 
fhores of the Red-Sea. 

It is faid that the Sheiks of Arabia having caufed 
molt of the fprings in the defart to be deftroyed, the 
French General will find ix difficult to crofs the burning 
defert ; but it is added what Buonaparte having feized 
three of the chiefs employed on this fervice, he will fuc- 
ceed in compelling them to difcover the {prings they had 
-dettroyed or diverted. 

‘We expeé,to hear of the expeditio 
Damietta, Alexandfia, and Aboukir, 
place at the fame time. Sir Sidne 
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has thrown provifions into the latter place, as well as j 
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The five Spanith Ships which had come out of 
Rochefort, have efcaped the vigilance of Sir J. B. War- 
ren, and have got into L’Orrent. ‘The two Squadrons 
were in fight of each other, but the Spaniards were fo 
far to windward, that it was impoflible to cut off their 
retreat. 

It appears from report of paffengers by the Wentworth 
Packet, from Martinico, that the Britilh have been in- 
vited: by the Dutch Settlers at Surinam, to take pofleflion 
of that place. An expedition was to fail for that pur- 
pofe on the 1ft of Augult. 

The Diregtory have publifhed throughout Paris a 
proclamation, in which they endeavour to alarm the 
people with the idea of the return of Royalty. In this 
proclamation, both the danger aod the exhortation to 
provide againft it, are ftated in the moft general terms. 
The Direcory, however, do not appear to rely for the 
fupport of their authority, merely on their powers of 
conciliation. 

A third expedition, it is faid, is about to take place, 
under the commaud of his Royal Highnefs the Duke 
of Cumberland; the depot of cavalry are to be aflem- 
bled at Croydon. 

A Lifbon mail arrived this morning, brought by the 
Walfingham packet; in 15 days. His Majelty’s thip 
Emerald was lying in Lifbon harbour when the packet 
arrived there on the 18:h. ‘The Emerald failed from 
that port on the 24th, and the packet on the 25th. 

A letter from the Hague of the 3d inlt. ftates, that 
Gen. Daendels had tranfmitted to the Diretory at the 
Hague, a demand from Sir Ralph Abercromby for ao 
efcort for a Britith officer, who was charged with a 
commifion to the Hague. It afferts alfo that the Di- 
rector Van Hoof, and four deputies from the two Coun- 
cils, had been named to carry to Gen. Daendels the 
in{trpétions of the Directory relative to this demand.— 
Private, letters fay, that the Minifter at War anda Se- 
cretary accompanies Van Hoof and the deputies, who 
had fet out from Haerlem, efcorted by cavalry. 

An article from the Hague afferts, that the French 
and Dutch army amounts t0 30,000 men, commanded 
by General Brune. The head quarters of Daendels 
en the ift of September were at Schermerhorn, his 
right at Parmerend, and his left extended to the Ger- 
man ocean. : 

Letters from Venice ftate, that a conclave is to be 
held either in that city or Padua, for the election of a 
new Pope. No lefs than three or four candidates are 
mentioned for this diguity ! 

General Macdonald, late commander in. chief of the 
army of Naples, is the only fon of a Mr Stephen: Mac- 
donald, who was born in Scotland, but entered into the 
Trith brigade im the reign of Louis XV. He married a 
French woman, and the prefeot general, a Frenchman 
born, was made a Colonel in 1793. In confequence 
of his bravery at the battle of Jemappe, he wat promo- 
ted to the rank of general of brigade, and in the fol- 
lowing campaign he was made general of divifion. 

The Lord Mayor has ordered a Court of Common 
Council to be fummoned to meet to-morrow, at 12 0’- 
clock precifely, to take into confideration an addrefs of 
congratulation fo hia Majelty on the furreader of the 
Dutch fleet in the Texel. 

A ftatue of King William the third is to be ereéted 
in the middle of the bafon in St James’s Square, for 
which purpofe workmen are employed in pumping out 
the water, in order to affix the pedeftal at the bottom. 
Nothing ever bore a more pleafing afpect than the 
corn fields on the high lands in Gloucefterfhire ; the far- 
mers exultingly take out handfuls of grain from their 
loaded teams, and fhew them to the paflengers as unex- 
ampled in weight, produce, and finenefs.

VICTORY IN HGLLAND. >. 





A King’s meéffengey arrived this morning from Sir 
Ralph Abercromby, with the very important account 
of a battle having been fought between our troops and 
the Dutch and French in Holland. Sir Ralph, Aber 
cromby having completed his intrenchments, advanced 
from them to attack the enemy. . A fhort time after the 
action commenced, he made a feint of retreating be- 
hind his intrenchments. ‘The mangsuvre fuceeeded per- 
feétly, the enemy followed our troops, and were attack- 
ed fo unexpe@edly, and with fuch vigour, that they 
were completely defeated, with the Jofs of 3000 men, 
killed, wounded, and taken{ prifonerss This intelli- 
gence will be communicated to the public in an extraor- 
dinary Gazette this evening. 
Letters from Deal this morning fay, that yefterday 
failed the Nemefis, Refource, Adventure, Weymouth, 
Royal Admiral, Trufty, Sheernefs, and Dordrecht 
thips of war, with tranfports, and about ten thoufand 
troops (the rft and 2d-divifions) for the Texel.

‘The troops are all in high fpirits, and exceed- 
ingly orderly ; {carcely any of them are feen intoxicated, 
though {trong liquors are remaikably cheap. Major 
Campbell, of the 20th regiment of foot, with his com- 
pany, has been left to take care of the Texel Ifland, 
where you will fearcely meet aTingle perfon, Dutch or 
Britifh, without an Orange cockade.”

verfes, and determined to vifit the dwelling of this 
humole bard; aod from what 3 myfelf. faw, and have 
learned*from others, 2 ist % my duty to brieg him 
into public view: ‘ 
At the daor of his cottage I faw a decent-looking 
woman, whom I found to be hié wife, fondling two 
little children, and upon alkiog if Jamie was at home, 
fhe invited me to enter, 1 found this votary of the 
Mufes bufy at his loom ; but on obferving me, he ceafed 
working, and with-ruftic civility requefted me to fit 
down. Though not a phyfiognomift, I am fometimes 
led to judge of a man by his appearance—Titomson 
ftruck me forcibly the moment 1 faw him; and had 
Lavarer been in my fiwation, I cannot think he 
would have pafled him unnoticed. His countenance is 
ftrongly marked, expreflive, and pleafing ; his afpea 
befpeaks open benignity and honelt fimplicity ; his eyes 
penétratiog and full of fire, are the mirrors of genius re- 
ficéting a mind vigorous and profound ; his hair dark, 
tong, and thick, hanging toofe about his fhoulders, gives 
him a primitive and folemp look ; his figure, ‘about the 
middle fize, has a kiod of correfponding folemnity ; and 
though ftill in the prime of he looks a man in the 
vale of years, ftealing with placid ferenity to age. 
He told me he had received no regular education, 
and had been taught to read by fome old woman, who 
learned hiny his native diale@t in great purity.

One would fuppofe a man like 
this to be ignorant in the extreme; but his mind,

{cued him from that ftate of utter ignorance to which 
the peatant is doomed—hence his converfation, though 
circumfcribed; is entertaining and fenfible. .

. After having converfed with him for fome time, I 
afked him to repeat a-few verfes, which he readily did, 
and fhowed me fevéral in manufetipt.

of itsfentiments: . : 

I confiderj flaves as fervants under-a contract, ex- 
prefs ot implied, and made either by themfelves, or by 
{uch perfons as are authorifed by nature or law to con- 
tra for them, until they attain’ a'due age to cancel or 
confirm any contra& that-may be difadvantageous to 
them : Lhave flaves, whom I have refcued from death or 
mifery, but confider them as other fervants, and fhall cer- 
‘tainly tell them fo, when they are old enough to compre- 
hend the difference of the terms. 

Slaves, then, if fo we muft call them, ought not 
to be treated more feverely. than fervants by the year 
or by the nionth ; and the. correction of them fhould e- 
ver be proportioned to: their offence ; that it thould ne- 
. ver be wanton or unjult, all muft agree. Nevertliclefs, 
I am affured from evidence, which, though not all judi- 
cially taken, has the {trongeft operation on. my belief, 
that the condition of flaves. within odr jurifdiaion is be- 
yond imagination deplorable ¢ and that. cruelties ere 
daily practifed on them,. chiefly on thofe of the tender- 
eft ageand the weaker fex, which, if it would rot give 
me pain to repeat, and you to, hear, yet, for the ho- 
nour of human nature, I fhould forbear to particularife ; 
if I except the Englifh from this ceafure;, it is not through 
partial affection to my Own countrymen, + bat - becaule
